Core and pare, ten 
tart apples. Place in the bottom of 
an agate pan; pour the strained stock 
over them and simmer unril tb<n- <"•» 
soft but not broken; carefully remove 
them from the stock and set aside to 
cool. Blanch two eupfuls of cheat- 
nut moat?, slice, cover with the stock; 
add four teaspooiifuls of currant jellj 
and siaiirier until tender. If the meats 
are too rooi?t, drain. Fill the center 
of tho apples with the chestnut mix- 
ture and serve with roast pork.
